Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I- a method of calculating VR according equation 5 of applicant's 
specificaion 

Species II- a method of calculating VR using a stroke volume constant 
Species III a method of calculating VR using an arterial oxygen saturation 
constant 

Species IV - a method of estimating VR using by multiplying ventilation 
amplitude by ventilation rate and correlating with the sinus rate. 

Species V- a method of estimating VR by dividing minute ventilation by current 
level of activity andcorrelating with the sinus rate. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic.
